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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The affidavit filed 6/21/07 fails to overcome the 
present rejection for the following reasons: Mr. Ishikawa states that the ink used in the Chatterjee reference is too viscous to be used in an 
ink-jet printer; however, in the body of the independent claims, there is no mention of an ink-jet printer. Also, in the preamble of the 
independent claims, which is not given weight, there is mention of "jetting"; however, this is broad and can be interpreted as a plurality of 
means for ink application . 

As per the arguments dated 6/21/07, the applicant argues that Chatterjee is not an aqueous based ink; however, water is in the ink 
composition. If there is water within the ink composition, it can be considered to be water based or aqueous, rather than non-aqueous. 
Also, Noguchi discloses a aqueous-based ink. Also, Chatterjee discloses water as being a component within the ink, thus it would have 
been obvious that water can be a comonent within the ink, regardless of the presence of guanamine. Thus, it would have been obvious 
to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify Chatterjee with Noguchi. 
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
